ANNIVERSARY  EXERCISES. 

The  May  Pay  Festivities,  commemorative  of  the  Anniversary  of 
the  opening  of  The  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children,  were 
celebrated,  with  even  more  than  usual  eclat.  The  singing  and 
recitations  by  the  children  were  very  creditable  to  them,  and  to 
their  teachers,  and  were  listened  to  by  a  large  audience  with  evident 
interest.  Mr.  Mason  presided,  and  addresses  were  delivered  by 
Rev.  Dr.  II  utter,  John  W.  Claghorn,  Escp,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Henson, 
— after  which  the  children  sat  down  to  an  extra  repast,  provided  at 
the  private  expense  of  the  Managers. 

The  annual  meeting  of  contributors  was  held  on  the  2d  Tuesday 
of  May,  186Y.  Thomas  Earp,  Esq.,  in  the  chair.  The  Report  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  was  submitted  and  read  by  M.  J.  Mitcheson, 
Esq.,  the  Secretary;  and  on  motion,  was  unanimously  adopted, 
and  ordered  to  be  printed.  The  Treasurer,  John  W.  Claghorn,  Esq., 
presented  his  report,  which  was  referred  to  the  Auditing  Committee. 
Four  Trustees  and  six  Managers  were  elected,  between  the  hours 
of  4  and  6,  P.  M.,  pursuant  to  notice,  to  serve  for  four  years. 

The  Anniversary  Exercises  were  held  on  the  same  evening,  in  the 
spacious  “  Union  ”  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  on  Fourth  Street, 
below  Arch.  The  building  was  not  only  filled  to  its  utmost  capac¬ 
ity,  but  so  wide-spread  was  the  interest,  that  hundreds  found  it  im¬ 
possible  to  gain  admittance. 

Rev.  Dr.  Nadal  presided.  Rev.  Dr.  Suddards  offered  prayer, 
and  able  and  interesting  addresses  were  delivered  by  Rev.  Alfred 
C'ookman,  Rev.  Dr.  Hutter.  John  W.  Claghorn,  Esq.,  and,  last, 
but  not  least,  by  Col-  G.  F.  McFarland,  the  newly  appointed 
Superintendent  of  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Orphans  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  one  of  the  brave  Heroes  of  Gettysburg ,  who,  in  that 
remarkable  battle,  sacrificed  a  limb  in  his  country’s  service.  The 
Colonel  was  warmly  greeted  by  the  entire  audience,  and  his  re¬ 
marks  listened  to  with  the  liveliest  interest.  Here  again  the 
singing  and  recitations  by  the  children,  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Misses  Walk  and  of  Mr.  A.  M.  Spangler,  afforded  the  highest 
satisfaction,  and  elicited  many  rounds  of  applause  from  the  large 
audience,  that  had  assembled  to  witness  them. 

On  the  evening  of  the  4tii  of  July,  the  children  enjoyed  a  rich 
treat,  in  the  form  of  an  elegant  display  of  FIRE  WORKS,  which 
took  place  in  the  large  Park,  adjacent  to  the  Home,  and  for  which 
they  were  indebted  to  the  kind  efforts  of  Mr.  Spangler,  who  had 
the  matter  in  his  charge,  and  solicited  the  donations.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  :  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia:  and  the 
Contributors  to  “The  Northern  Home  for  Friendless 
Children 

“  Give  an  account  of  thy  stewardship,”  is  a  very  reasonable  re¬ 
quirement  on  the  part  of  those  who  appropriate  money,  or  merchan¬ 
dise,  towards  the  support  and  maintenance  of  any  Institution  or 
Trust.  Compliance  with  it,  whether  expressed  or  implied,  should 
ever  he  esteemed  as  a  condition  incident  to  the  donation,  to  he 
faithfully  carried  out  by  the  Trustee. 

But,  apart  from  the  duty  of  accounting— on  the  part  of  those  en¬ 
robed  with  fiduciary  powers — it  must  also  be  a  pleasure  to  the 
representatives  of  a  well-designed  and  well-administered  establish¬ 
ment,  for  the  welfare  of  society  and  the  relief  of  humanity,  to  furnish 
the  Statesman,  Legislator,  and  Philanthropist,  interested  in  its  cre¬ 
ation  or  perpetuity,  with,  at  least,  a  sketch,  if  not  with  elaborate 
details,  of  its  operations  and  success,  although  its  doors  are  ever 
open  for  their  visits,  and  although  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Judges  to 
see  to  the  regularity  of  its  proceedings. 

In  presenting  the  Fourteenth  (14th)  Annual  Report  of  the  North¬ 
ern  Home  for  Friendless  Children,  the  Trustees  congratulate 
their  patrons  upon  the  auspicious  progress  of  their  Heaven-blessed 
enterprise  during  the  fiscal  year,  just  closed. 

Year  after  year  rolls  on,  and  the  experience  of  the  past,  with  the 
observation  of  the  present,  demonstrate,  with  unerring  certainty,  the 
wisdom  of  its  founders  in  1853,  and  of  the  Legislature,  in  1857  and 
1858,  in  enlarging  its  sphere  of  usefulness  and  expanding  the  scope 
of  its  operations — so  that,  under  its  existing  organization,  and  the 
powers  then  conferred  upon  the  Law- Judges  of  every  county  court, 
there  is  not  a  friendless  little  waif  adrift  upon  the  surface  of  society 
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in  this  vast  Commonwealth,  that  cannot  be  sent  to  its  wards  and 
reared  in  habits  of  industry  and  virtue,  to  be  a  useful  member  of 
the  Bod}"  Politic. 

It  were,  indeed,  needless  to  recapitulate,  with  every  Annual  Re¬ 
port,  the  precise  number  of  children  gathered  from  each  specific  lo¬ 
cality  in  the  State.  It  varies  in  different  years.  But  it  was  mainly 
in  consequence  of  the  many  helpless,  destitute  little  human  beings 
that  come  to  The  Northern  Home,  directly  or  indirectly,  from 
the  interior  and  western  counties,  that  The  Northern  Home  was 
adopted  and  classed  by  the  Legislature  with  the  Institutions  for 
the  Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb,  Insane,  Training  School  for  Feeble¬ 
minded  Children,  and  kindred  representative  establishments,  as  the 
recognized  and  accountable  agency  of  the  State,  for  alleviating  the 
particular  kind  of  suffering  for  which  it  was  especially  designed — 
the  unfortunate  but  rigorous-minded  children  of  the  Keystone  State. 
The  series  of  Institutions  which  Pennsylvania  can  thus  call  her 
own,  comprise  as  complete  and  well  conducted  a  system  as  any  other 
State  in  the  Union  can  boast.  Nor  is  it  a  fact  unworthy  of  notice, 
that  the  Committee,  appointed  by  Executive  authority,  to  inspect 
all  the  Academies  and  Asylums  in  the  State,  where  the  orphans  of 
Pennsylvania’s  fallen  heroes, — of  the  army  or  navy — were  placed 
for  sustenance  and  tuition  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  that  most 
commendable  Department; — officially  reported  The  Northern 
Home  for  Friendless  Children,  as  the  first  in  point  of  order, 
cleanliness,  and  discipline,  for  the  grade  of  orphans  confided  to  its 
care. 

No  one,  we  suppose,  need  be  informed  that  The  Northern  Home 
for  Friendless  Children  receives  into  its  wards  friendless  and 
destitute  children  of  every  religious  denomination  from  every  part  of 
the  Commonwealth ; — feeds,  clothes,  and  educates  them,  and,  at  a 
proper  age,  binds  them  out  to  learn  some  useful  pursuit,  trade,  art, 
or  science — farming  or  suitable  mechanical  occupation  being  usually 
selected  for  the  boys,  who  are,  after  trial,  of  perhaps  a  month  or 
more,  indentured  as  apprentices,  until  twenty-one  years  of  age — 
and  housewifery  for  the  girls  until  eighteen  years  of  age — their 
masters  being  obliged  to  afford  them,  at  least,  one  quarter’s  school¬ 
ing  for  every  year  of  service, — to  pay  due  attention  to  their  moral, 
religious  and  physical  well-being  as  well; — and  to  give  them,  when 
free,  at  least  two  full  suits  of  clothing,  one  whereof  must  be  new, 
and  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars.  Regard  is  had,  so  far  as  circumstances 
will  permit,  to  the  religious  or  sectarian  preferences  of  their  pa¬ 
rents,  in  thus  finding  homes  for  the  children.  There  are,  neverthe- 


less,  ill-contrived,  bigoted  people,  who,  in  nearly  every  year  waste 
the  time  of  officers  and  Solicitor  of  the  Home,  and  of  the  Court,  bv 
untimely  intermeddling  with  its  affairs : — and  yet  in  no  single  in¬ 
stance  in  the  history  of  The  Northern  Home  has  a  Habeas  Corpus 
case  been  decided  adversely  to  the  judgment  and  action  of  the  joint 
Committee  of  Trustees  and  Managers  upon  Admission  and  Dismis¬ 
sion  and  Indentures.  It  is  truly  extraordinary  to  what  extremes  of 
contumacy,  evasion,  and  lawlessness,  people  can  be  found  to  resort, 
to  compass  their  selfish  purposes — under  pretence  of  and  in  the 
holy  name  of  Religion.  It  was  the  source  of  great  satisfaction, 
during  the  summer  of  1866,  to  recover,  through  the  intervention  of 
one  judicial  tribunal,  and  thus  to  enable  a  broken-hearted  mother, 
dying  at  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  to  see  her  two  children  that 
had  been  fraudulently  abducted  by  a  relative,  and  against  the 
mother’s  known  desire,  from  the  excellent  homes  in  the  country 
where  they  had  been  placed  by  the  Institution,  with  her  entire  ap¬ 
proval.  It  cost  the  officers  of  The  Northern  Home  for  Friendless 
Children  months  of  anxious  solicitude  and  effort,  aided  by 
Benjamin  Reeder,  of  the  City*  Police,  before  the  stolen  children — 
shifted,  with  altered  names,  from  place  to  place — could  be  traced 
up  ;  and  even  then,  in  defiance  of  maternal  feeling  and  of  the  law, 
the  unnatural  aunt,  stimulated  by  those  who  should  have  taught 
her  differently — refused  to  surrender  the  children  to  abide  the  order 
of  the  Court.  Perhaps  no  more  painful  instance  of  tyrannous  dis¬ 
regard  of  domestic,  social  or  legal  duty — certainly  none  of  this 
character  that  we  are  aware  of — was  ever  developed  and  finally 
overcome  in  a  Philadelphia  Court  of  Justice.  MTe  hope  that  there 
will  be  no  occasion  during  the  ensuing  year,  to  vindicate  the  rights 
and  official  duty  of  the  Institution  at  the  Bar  of  Justice,  on  behalf 
of  any  of  its  contented  little  inmates — disturbed  or  covertly  re¬ 
moved  without  authority  of  law. 

It  has  long  been  the  desire  of  the  Trustees  to  secure  such  an  en¬ 
dowment  fund  as  will  enable  them  to  administer  the  affairs  of  The 
Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children,  without  subjecting  the 
Managers  (ladies,)  to  the  extremely  distasteful,  arduous  and  almost 
incessant  necessity  of  collecting  moneys  for  its  support.  Their  time, 
so  faithfully  and  ungrudgingly  spent  in  attending  to  the  onerous 
details  of  a  household,  having  the  care  of  hundreds  of  children, 
should  not  be  overtaxed  by  the  actual  need  of  soliciting  funds, 
month  after  month,  in  every  year,  for  carrying  on  this  wholty  unre¬ 
quited  labor  of  love.  It  is  then  particularly  gratifying  to  the  Trus- 
tees  to  acknowledge  appropriations  made,  towards  this  end,  in  the 
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form  of  liberal  donations  by  the  living,  or  legacies  in  the  wills  of  those 
who  find  it  more  convenient,  or  agreeable,  to  supplement,  or  to  re¬ 
serve,  the  distribution  of  their  charities  until  after  death.  We  are 
under  obligations  to  professional  gentlemen  who  considerately  sug¬ 
gest  to  their  clients,  when  asked  to  do  so,  the  titles  of  such  Institu¬ 
tions  as  need,  merit,  and  judiciously  expend,  testamentary  devises 
or  bequests.  During  the  past  year  the  last  Will  and  Testament  of 
JIr.  Isaac  Boyd,  late  of  Chester  county,  drawn  by  George  Jun- 
kin,  Jr.,  Esq.,  of  this  city,  has  been  fully  sustained  by  the  Supreme 
Court, — and  by  it,  we  shall  hope,  to  have  the  finances  of  the  Home 
materially  improved.  T  ie  expected  aid  from  a  prominent  person  in 
the  Od  region, — notices  of  which  appeared  in  the  Daily  newspapers, 
some  months  since, — has  wholly  failed  of  realization.  We  state  this 
fact,  because  many  of  our  contributors  have  been  under  the  errone¬ 
ous  impression,  that  our  resources  were  about  to  be  grandly  aug¬ 
mented  by  a  munificent  gift.  The  expenses  of  maintaining  our  large 
and  yearly  increasing  establishment,  are  far  too  great  to  afford  any 
diminution  is  our  supplies  because  of  illusory  anticipations. 

*  An  additional  building  has  been  erected  for  the  use  of  the  Sol¬ 
diers'  Orphans’  Department,  and  a  piece  of  land,  half  an  acre  in  ex¬ 
tent,  has  been  rented,  fenced  in,  graded  and  improved,  as  a  play- 
ground  for  their  healthful  recreation  and  enjoyment.  The  cost  of 
these  enlargements  is  over  ten  thousand  dollars ;  but  the  Trustees 
do  not  doubt  that  the  same  generous  appreciation  by  our  Legisla¬ 
ture,  Councils  and  citizens,  of  the  economical  and  salutary  manage¬ 
ment  of  The  Northern  Home,  that  has  so  well  sustained  it  in  the 
past,  may  be  confidently  relied  on  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  oc¬ 
casion,  so  that  the  Institution  may  be  free  from  debt.

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The  Treasurer’s  Account,  audited  and  herewith  submitted — the 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers — and  other  interesting  statistics, 
hereto  annexed,  are  commended  to  the  careful  perusal  of  our  pa¬ 
trons. 

In  conclusion,  our  acknowledgments  are  due  and  respectfully 
tendered  to  our  most  industrious  and  honored  Judges  and  profes¬ 
sional  gentlemen — including  Dr.  Herbert,  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hos¬ 
pital,  for  the  cheerful  devotion  of  a  portion  of  their  time  to  the  fur¬ 
therance  of  the  good  work  confided  to  our  charge  : — as,  also,  to  the 
Editorial  fraternity  and  other  representatives  of  the  Press,  for  valua¬ 
ble  information  and  kindly  notices,  volunteered  from  time  to  time  ; 
and  to  the  Police  Department  of  our  city,  for  willing  help  in  all 
emergencies — fortunately  rare — wherein  their  efficient  services  have 
been  required.

The  “Northern’  Home  for  Friendless  Children,”  and  the 
associated  “  Home  for  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Orphans,”  cele¬ 
brate  their  present  Anniversary  under  most  encouraging  auspices, 
and  have  abundant  reason  to  unite  in  fervent  ascriptions  of  praise 
to  the  bountiful  Giver  of  all  good,  for  the  many  and  distinguished 
benefits  and  blessings,  vouchsafed  to  these  institutions,  during  the 
past  year.  Their  several  edifices  have  been  unvisitecl  by  consu¬ 
ming  fires  and  devastating  floods.  Xo  epidemical  disease  has  scat¬ 
tered  dismay  or  death  among  its  hundreds  of  inmates ;  but  they 
have  been  all  graciously  preserved  alike  from  the  “pestilence  that 
walks  in  darkness,”  and  “the  destruction  that  wastes  at  noon-day.” 

The  liberality  of  the  philanthropic  and  humane  has  suffered  no 
abatement — on  the  contrary,  their  hearts  and  purses  are  still  open 
to  our  wants,  and  we  stand  confessedly  among  the  most  popular 
and  favored  of  the  many  noble  charities,  that  are  at  once  the  pride 
and  the  boast  of  Philadelphia.  We  feel,  therefore,  as  we  enter  upon 
another  year  of  our  earthly  toils  and  experiences,  that  we  have 
abundant  reason  to  adopt  the  utterance  of  the  great  Apostle  to  the 
Gentiles,  at  a  memorable  epoch  of  his  gigantic  labors:  “  We  thank 
God  and  take  courage .”  We  thank  Him  for  what  he  has  done  for 
our  noble  institutions  in  the  past,  and  is  daily  doing  for  us  at  pres¬ 
ent,  and  by  these  recollections  we  are  inspired  with  a  courageous 
and  confident  trust,  that  he  will  just  as  bountifully  provide  for  us 
in  the  future. 

We  are,  at  the  same  time,  not  unconscious,  that  God  works,  in  the 
great  domain  of  his  providence,  in  innumerable  instances,  not  di- 
[  rectly,  but  instrument  ally.  He  is  God  over  all,  blessed  forevermore, 
and  man  cannot  lift  a  finger,  or  angel  a  pinion,  without  His  univer¬ 
sal  and  often  unseen  ministration.  But  he  employs  his  creature 
man,  and  through  him  accomplishes  many  of  his  most  beneficent 
designs.  So  in  the  great  cause  of  human  benevolence.  He  moves 
upon  the  minds  and  hearts  of  men,  inclines  them  to  deeds  of  charity 
and  mercy,  strengthens  their  hands  in  vigorous  efforts  to  ameliorate 
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the  condition  of  the  wretched  and  unfortunate,  and  thus  man  be¬ 
comes  an  honored  “  co-worker  with  God  ”  in  the  great  work  of  feed¬ 
ing  the  hungiy,  clothing  the  naked,  and  guiding  neglected  and  un¬ 
tutored  youth  in  the  paths  that  lead  to  honor  and  usefulness  here, 
and  glory  and  immortality  hereafter.  Upon  this  cardinal  principle 
in  God’s  moral  economy,  we,  that  have  these  Institutions  under  our 
fostering  guardianship  and  care,  have  uniformly  acted.  We  have 
believed  with  Luther,  and  so  acted,  that  it  becomes  us  so  to  live 
and  labor,  as  if  all  depended  on  ourselves,  and  nothing  on  another  ; 
and  yet  so  to  live  and  labor,  as  in  the  consciousness,  that  nothing 
depends  on  ourselves,  but  every  thing  on  Him,  who  is  enthroned  in 
the  heavens,  and  avIio  is  sure  to  help  us,  if  we  call  on  Him,  in  sin¬ 
cerity  and  truth.  The  great  Napoleon  had  a  maxim:  “  The  Lord 
helps  those  that  help  themselves.”  And  this  is,  also,  our  watchword. 
We  do  not  believe  in  any  cloud-enthroned  Hercules,  to  Gift  our  in¬ 
stitutions  to  a  pinnacle  of  renown,  without  our  agency  ;  but  we  our¬ 
selves  watch,  and  labor,  and  pray;  and  then,  as  we  have  uniformly 
discovered,  men  and  means  are  not  wanting,  to  make  our  Institu¬ 
tions  a  praise  and  a  blessing  in  the  land.  So  may  we  continue  to 
believe  and  to  practice. 

God  has  graciously  opened  to  the  philanthropic  and  the  humane — 
and  especially  to  the  followers  of  the  meek  and  loAvty  Jesus,  abound- 
ing  opportunities  to  do  good.  The  blind,  the  deaf,  the  dumb,  the 
idiotic,  t lie  insane,  all  haA’e  a  claim  on  the  charity  of  the  more  fa- 
vored — all  challenge  our  constant  efforts  to  ameliorate  their  con- 
dition.  In  the  great  sphere  of  benevolence,  hoAvever,  no  class  of 
the  suffering  and  unfortunate  have  stronger  claims  upon  our  active 
sympathy  and  succor  than  Friendless  Children.  Hundreds  of 
such  are  to  be  found  in  this  city — indeed,  in  every  tOAvn  and  county 
of  our  great  Commonwealth.  They  have  become  so,  in  most  cases, 
from  no  fault  of  their  own.  And  now,  tender  childhood,  is  the 
season,  to  rescue  them  from  the  perils  that  environ  them  ;  to  shield 
them  from  the  tempting  hand  of  the  Destroyer;  to  translate  them 
from  the  evil  and  corrupt  associations,  amidst  which  their  lot  has 
been  unfortunately  cast,  into  a  purer  atmosphere,  and  under  more 
promising  and  genial  influences.  A  retrospect  of  our  past  labors 
enables  us  to  affirm,  that  the  amount  of  positive  and  substantial 
good,  exerted  on  such  friendless  ones,  almost  defies  the  descriptive 
energies  of  language  to  portray.  The  revolution  wrought  through 
our  instrumentality  in  the  personal  history  of  many  of  the  children 
committed  to  our  charge,  often  borders  on  the  romantic,  and  serves 
to  illustrate  that  “truth  is,  indeed,  stranger  than  fiction,”  and  that 
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“  God’s  ways  are  not  as  our  ways,  nor  His  thoughts  as  our  thoughts, 
but  as  the  Heavens  are  higher  than  the  earth  so  are  His  ways  above 
our  ways,  and  His  thoughts  above  our  thoughts.” 

As  the  admirable  Report,  on  the  preceding  pages,  furnishes  all 
the  statistical  information  concerning  our  Institutions,  necessary  to 
be  known,  we  deem  further  amplification  superfluous.  Suffice  it  to 
say,  God’s  blessing  is  still,  most  evidently,  Avith  us,  and  “  if  God  be 
for  us,  who  can  be  against  us  ?”  If  our  cause  be  His  cause,  as  we 
feel  and  knoiv  it  to  be,  no  Aveapon  formed  against  it  shall  prosper. 
We  cherish  an  abiding  confidence,  that  the  lapse  of  years,  so  far 
from  superinducing  decline  or  decay  in  our  prosperity  and  career 
of  honorable  usefulness,  wiil  only  serve  to  augment  both,  and  that, 
as  we  grow  older,  Ave  shall,  also,  continue  to  groAv  in  favor  with 
God  and  man.

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ACT  OF  INCORPORATION 


Whebeas,  A  Dumber  of  the  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  have  formed  an  as¬ 
sociation  for  the  laudable  and  benevolent  purpose  of  educating  and  providing  for 
friendless  and  destitute  children  ; 

And  Whebeas,  The  General  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth  are  willing  to 
encourage  such  purposes  ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted 
by  the  authority  of  the  same,  that  Thomas  Earp,  Thomas  S.  Mitchell,  William  R. 
Stockton,  John  W.  Claghorn,  Isaac  Collins,  John  M.  Ogden,  James  J.  Barclay, 
J.  Fisher  Learning,  Thomas  Robinson,  William  S.  Perot,  Isaac  F.  Baker,  Henry 
Perkins,  Joseph  Jeans,  H.  W.  Safford,  A.  V.  Murphey,  Charles  Keen,  and  their 
associates  be,  and  they  are  hereby  incorporated  and  made  a  body  politic  in  law, 
by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  “The  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children: 
and  by  that  name,  style  and  title,  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  power  to 
have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  change  at  pleasure  ;  to  make  contracts  rela¬ 
tive  to  the  institution ;  to  sue  and  to  be  sued;  to  plead  and  to  be  impleaded ;  and 
by  that  name,  style  and  title,  be  capable  of  pui'chasing,  holding,  taking,  and  con¬ 
veying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  said  corporation  :  Provided, 
The  annual  income  of  said  estate  shall  not  exceed  Ten  Thousand  Dollars,  nor  be 
applied  to  any  other  purposes  than  those  for  which  this  association  is  formed ;  to 
fix  the  quorum  of  the  board  of  managers,  and  of  the  board  of  trustees  ;  and  ap¬ 
point  such  officers  as  may  be  requisite,  to  establish  such  other  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  as  the  said  corporation  shall  judge  necessary  or  expedient  for  the 
due  management  of  the  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  :  Provided,  That  the  same 
be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth. 

Sect.  2.  That  every  person  who  shall  annually  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  The 
Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May,  the 
sum  of  one  dollar,  or  upwards,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  said  Northern  Home  for 
Friendless  Children  while  such  person  so  contributes ;  and  every  person  who 
shall  pay  twenty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a  member  for  life. 

Sect.  3.  The  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  said  Northern  Home  for  Friendless 
Children  shall  be  conducted  by  a  board  of  managers,  consisting  of  twenty-four 
ladies,  and  a  board  of  trustees,  consisting  of  sixteen  gentlemen.  And  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  said  corporation  shall  meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  May,  next,  at 
such  hour  and  place  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  and  elect  a  board  of 
managers,  six  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  six  to  serve  for  two 
years,  six  to  serve  for  three  years,  and  six  to  serve  for  four  years  ;  and  also  a 
board  of  sixteen  trustees,  four  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year, 
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four  for  two  years,  four  for  three  years,  and  four  for  four  years.  And  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  said  corporation  shall  annually  thereafter,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
May,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  elect 
six  managers  and  four  trustees,  to  serve  for  four  years,  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  va¬ 
cancies,  that  may  be  occasioned  by  the  death,  resignation  or  removal,  or  neglect 
or  refusal  to  act,  of  any  manager  or  trustee  :  Provided,  That  the  managers  and 
trustees,  chosen  in  May  last,  shall  continue  to  act  until  others  shall  be  elected: 
And  provided  further,  That  in  case  an  election  shall  not  be  held  at  the  time  pro¬ 
vided,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  give  at  least  ten  days’  notice  that  another  elec¬ 
tion  will  be  held,  which  said  election  shall  be  held  within  one  month  after  the 
said  second  Tuesday  in  May :  And  provided,  That  notice  of  an  election  shall  be 
given  at  least  twice  a  week,  for  two  weeks,  in  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  of  the 
City  of  Philadeiphia,  prior  to  the  time  of  holding  said  election. 

Sect.  4.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  managers  and  trustees, 
in  their  discretion,  to  take  under  their  guardianship  all  children  who  may  be 
placed  under  their  care  and  management,  in  either  of  the  following  modes : 

Firstly. — White  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  shall  be  voluntarily  sur¬ 
rendered  by  their  father,  or  in  case  of  his  death  or  absence,  by  their  mother,  or 
by  their  guardian,  to  the  care  of  said  managers  and  trustees. 

Secondly. — White  children  under  twelve  years  of  age,  who  may  be  committed  to 
the  care  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees  by  any  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Pennsylvania,  or  of  the  District  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  or 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  or  by  the 
mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  by  the  mayor  of  the  Northern  Liberties,  on 
account  of  vagrancy,  or  the  exposure,  or  neglect,  or  abandonment  of  said  chil¬ 
dren  by  their  parents  or  parent,  guardians,  or  other  persons  having  custody  of 
said  children  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  or  mayor  so  committing 
any  child  to  the  care  of  said  managers  or  trustees,  to  annex  to  the  commit¬ 
ment  an  abstract  of  the  evidence  taken  by  him,  and  on  which  his  adjudication 
was  found,  which  said  evidence  shall  be  under  oath  or  affirmation,  and  taken 
in  the  presence  of  said  child.  / 

Sect.  5.  That  the  said  managers  and  trustees  shall  have  the  guardianship  of 
the  said  children  so  placed  under  their  care  and  management  during  their  mi¬ 
nority ;  shall  cause  them  to  be  educated  and  instructed  in  a  proper  manner,  and 
may,  when,  in  their  discretion,  it  shall  appear  proper,  bind  the  said  children, 
with  their  consent,  as  apprentices,  during  their  minority,  to  such  persons,  and  at 
such  places,  and  to  learn  such  trades  and  employments  as,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  said  managers  and  trustees,  will  be  most  conducive  to  the  benefit  and  advan¬ 
tage  of  said  children:  Provided,  That  the  charge  and  power  of  the  said  managers 
and  trustees,  over  and  upon  the  said  children,  shall  not,  in  the  case  of  females, 
extend  beyond  the  age  of  eighteen  years  ;  or,  the  said  managers  and  trustees 
may,  in  their  discretion,  return  the  said  children  to  their  parents,  or  surviving 
parent  or  guardians. — (Act  26f/t  January,  1854.) 

Sect.  1.  That  the  fourth  section  of  the  act  of  twenty-sixth  January,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four,  entitled  “An  act  to  incorpor¬ 
ate  The  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children,”  shall  be  construed,  and  its 
true  intent  and  meaning  are  hereby  declared,  to  authorize  and  empower  the  man¬ 
agers  and  trustees  of  The  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children,  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  in  their  discretion,  to  take  under  their  guardianship  children  from  any 
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portion  of  this  Commonwealth,  who  may  be  placed  under  their  care  and  man¬ 
agement,  in  either  of  the  modes  set  forth  in  the  said  act. 

SeCT.  2.  That  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  fifth  section  of  the  said  act 
is  hereby  declared  to  be,  that  the  said  managers  and  trustees  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  bind  the  said  children,  in  their  discretion,  to  such  person 
or  persons,  residing  in  or  out  of  this  Commonwealth,  as  may  apply  therefor ;  and 
that  all  indentures  af  apprenticeship  and  adoption  heretofore  made  by  the  said 
managers  and  trustees  of  the  said  children  to  persons  residing  out  of  this  Com¬ 
monwealth,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  good  and  valid  in  law,  as  though  the  said 
indentures  had  been  executed  to  persons  domiciled  within  this  State. — [Act  4 th 
May.  1857.  Pamphlet  Laws  p.  384.) 

And  the  president  judges  of  the  several  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  several 
counties  of  this  Commonwealth,  shall  have  the  same  powers  in  relation  to  said 
institution,  as  are  now  provided  for  in  case  of  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  of  the  District  Court  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  act  incorporating  the 
sam e.=[Section  48,  Act  of  21st  April,  1858.  Pamphlet  Laws.  p.  382.) 

That  the  said  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  contained  in  the  third  section  of  an  act  entitled  “  A  supplement  to  an 
act  to  incorporate  the  subscribers  to  the  articles  of  association,  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  and  conducting  an  institution,  for  the  confinement  and  reforma¬ 
tion  of  youthful  delinquents,  under  the  title  of  the  House  of  Refuge,  approved 
March  twenty-third,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-six.3’ — ( Section  27, 
Act  of  12th  April,  1859.  Pamphlet  Laws,  p.  552.)
